A Fearful Disaster.

A STEAMSHIP FOUNDERS WITH HER EN- 


TIRE onivc. 
; 


Special to the Boston Herald from St. 


Johns, N. F., says: The first news reached 
here Tuesday afternoon of an appalling raa- 
"rine disaster that occurred at South West 
Island, Channel Harbor, Saturday night. 
Shortly after midnight the inhabitants ojf 
the shore were roused from their slurubeii 
by the sound of a steamship's horn, llag- 
tening to the edge of the water they peer- 
ed through the darkness and fog to locate 
the position ol the steamer, and presently 
rockets were observed to shoot up in rapiii 
succession, showing an unknown craft.iu 
need of assistance. The ship was only 
four hundred yards from land, but, ft 
heavy gale and tremendous seas prevented 
boats from going to the resque. Torches 
were burned and bells sounded in order to 
give the imperilled people an idea of their 
position, but beyond this it was absolute' ~ 
impossible to make any attempt to rea< 
the steamer. Signals from the shore could 
be seen on board and heart rending cries 
from those in distress were borne in on 
the gaJe. At 2.30, two hours after the 
alarm was first given, the ship made a 
plunge and disappeared beneath the sea. 
The storm continued till daybreak when it 
subsided sufficiently to allow boats to put 
oft'. There was plenty of debris floating 
about from which it was learned that the 
speamer was the John Knox, Capt. Brolly, 
from Glasgow, bound to Quebec, with 
iron, liquors and bricks. The bodies of 
the Captain and fifteen of the crew hare 
been recovered, and one of the latter has 
been identified as fireman John McGuirc. 
As the steamer had a crew of about thirty 
there are over a dozen bodies still missing. 
The John Knox was an iron steamer of 
1,8.51 tons register and was owned by Neil 
McLean, of Glasgow.
